A Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 4—George 
Meader, chief counsel for the Sen- 
ate War Investigating Commit- 
tee whose sensational findings 
concerning military government 
in occupied Europe are published 
today, thinks he is amply qual- 
ified to compile such a report. 
His qualifications, he told the 
Post-Dispatch, include. 12 years’ 
experience as a lawyer and prose- 
cutor, experience directing inves- 
tigations by sheriff's officers and 
state police, his general interest in 
the subject and three and a half 
yearg of service on the committee 

staff. 

Meader started as an assistant 
counsel when President Truman, 
then a Senator from Missouri, was 
Chairman of the committee. The 
chair now is occupied by Senator 
Kilgore (Dem.), West Virginia. 
Meader, 38 years old, broad- 
shouldered and husky, once said 
that as a Republican he thought 
his service under Democratic 
chairmen indicated the nonparti- 
san nature of the committee. That 
was several months ago, before he 
was directed by the Republican 
members of the committee to re- 
lease his preliminary report, over 
the objections of Democratic mem- 
bers. 

Another Report by Army. 

In an apparent effort to mini- 
mize effect of publication of the 
report, Kilgore made available an- 
other report, compiled by the 
Army Inspector General’s Office, 
which denied charges made by one 
of the committee's principal wit- 
nesses and asserted that the wit- 
ness wanted to retract hig testi- 
mony but was refused permission 
to do so by Meader. 

This witness, Col. Francis Pick- 
ens Miller, a Rhodes scholar and 
a man widely experienced in inter- 
national affairs, testified Aug, 14 
before the committee. It was the 
sensational revelations he made at 
that time that prompted the com- 
mittee to send Meader to Germany 
to seek confirmation and addition- 
al evidence. 

The Inspector General’s report 
says Col. Miller told Meader before 
Meader went to Germany that the 
transcript of his testimony did not 
present the officer’s views correct- 
ly, and that he wanted to change 
it. Meader refused to let Col. 
Miller correct the transcrmipt, the 
Inspector General's office said. 
Col. Miller told the Post-Dispatch 
his corrections were minor ones, 
that he was permitted to and did 
make them, and that the substance 
of his story stands as he related 
it last August. His testimony was

Leader in Merit Plan Fight. 

One of the persons questioned 
by Meader was Dr, James K. Pol- 
lock, professor of political science 
at the University of Michigan, who 
was for 14 months a special ad- 
viser in Germany to Lt, Gen. Lu- 
cius D, Clay, deputy military gov- 
ernor, 

Meader and Pollock were asso- 
ciated in the 1930s during a fight 
for a merit system in Michigan. 
Meader, then a young lawyer prac- 
ticing in Ann Arbor, was for a 
time legislative representative for 
the Michigan Merit System Asso- 
ciation, 


This group was organized to sup- 
port a merit system, which was 
adopted in 1937 by a Democratic‘ 
administration. Two years later a 
Republican legislature began snip- 
ing at the merit plan and Meader 
was engaged “to sound off,” as he 
puts it, whenever parts of it ap- 
peared to be in danger of discard, 

These tactics weren’t too suc- 
cessful, and he and Dr. Pollock 
drafted a 250-word amendment 
to. the State constitution which 
they hoped would place the merit 
system beyond the reach of the 
legislature. This amendment was 
adopted in 1940. 


In that year Meader was elected 
prosecuting attorney of - Wash- 
tenaw county (Ann Arbor), an 
area with a population of about 
130,000 persons. When war broke 
out, he attempted to get into 
military Government work with 
the Army and Navy. After talk- 
ing about his ambitions to Hugh 
Fulton, former chief counsel of 
the Senate committee, he decided 
to go to work for Fulton. 


Meader, the son of a Methodist 
minister, was graduated from the 
University of Michigan in 1931. 
While in school he studied 
languages as a hobby and speaks 
French, German and Spanish 
well and Italian to some extent. 
He took part in foreign language 
plays, and increased his, knowl- 
edge of German through associa- 
tions with Ann Arbor residents 
of German déscent. 

In the course of his work with 
the Senate Investigating Commit- 
teé, he has acquired a knowledge 
shared by few others of what 
makes the wheels go around be- 
hing the scenes of government, 
There is probably very little he 
hasn’t heard about waste, fraud 
and corruption, but he still ap- 
pears surprised that some of the 
details of government are not 
handled in a more business-like 
manner.

Slovak Puppet Pleads Ignor- 
ance of Foreign Affairs, Says 
He Never Read Papers. 


BRATISLAVA, Czecnoslovakia, 
Dec. 3 (Delayed) (AP)—Josef Tiso, 


war-time president of the German 
puppet state of Slovakia, took the 
witness stand today in his own de- 
fense against charges amounting 
to treason. He denied having plotted 
ithe separation of Slovakia from 
Czechoslovakia. 

Banging his fists on a table, he 
declared everything he had done 
'was in accord with the “Pittsburgh 


agreement,” signed in America 
after World War I by emigre Slo- 
vaks. It outlined what was to be 
the status of Slovakia in the 
Czechoslovak state. Many Slovaks 
contend the agreément guaranteed 
virtual autonomy within the re- 
public. 

Tiso, formerly a Catholic. parish 
priest, Was admonished by the peo- 
ple’s court four times for making 
ironic remarks, and finally was di- 
rected to address no further com- 
ments to his prosecutors. 

He testified that his policy in 
governing the Slovak state, when 
the Germans marched in—was to 
safeguard Slovak interests. He 
said he did no plotting for sep- 
aration in advance of the German 
entry, insisting that he never read 
newspapers and did not even know

Former Chief Pharmacist at 
Homer G. Phillips Cleared 
by Jury. 


James R. Roberts, a Negro, for- 
mer chief pharmacist at Homer G. 
Phillips Hospital, was acquitted to- 
day of embezzlement by agent. He 
had been charged with stealing 
drugs valued at $890 from the hos- 
pital to use in filling prescriptions 
at his drug store at 2335 Market 
street. 

A jury in the court of Circuit 
Judge Waldo C. Mayfield deliber- 
ated only 45 minutes before re- 
turning its verdict. Yesterday, at 
the conclusion of the sttae’s case, 
a motion for dismissal] filed by de- 
fense attorney Morris Shenker was 
overruled, 

George Fickeissen, administra- 
tive assistant to Comptroller Louis 
Nolte, testified he started an in- 
evstigation of .Roberts’s depart- 
ment last year after noting a 
sharp increase in the amount of 
drugs purchased. Fickeissen and 
Detective Sgt. John A. Sieloff tes- 
tified that after Roberts was ar- 
rested he handed them a number 
of bottles of drugs kept in his 
home, 4644 Newberry terrace, 
which he said he had stolen from 
the hospital. 

He also gave them others from 
the store that he said ‘he had stol- 
en from the hospital, they testi-

They sald Roberts initialed al! 
of the bottles after his arrest, and 
the bottles were introduced in evi- 
dence. Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Thomas E. Burns read to the jury 
a statement to police by Roberts 
in which he admitted taking the 
drugs. 

After the verdict was returned, 
the jury foreman, Chester Tracey, 
2500 South Broadway, told the 
Post-Dispatch he and other jurors 
“didn’t think much of the state- 
ment to police.” He added that 
bottles on which police testified 
the initial “S” had been etched 
with acid before being sent to the 
hospital drug room, and which 
were recovered at Roberts’ home 
or store, “had a total value of less 
than $30 and we didn’t think that 
amounted to much.” 

Roberts was sentenced to 10 
months’ imprisonment and fined 
$100 on a federal narcotics charge 
in 1938.

Revenue Bureau Said to 
-Concede Ex-Official of 
Union Electric Got 
Nothing Personally. 


A Federal income tax claim 
‘against Frank J. Boehm for $646,- 
000 in deficiency tax and penal- 
ties, settled by a $25,951 stipulation 
in United States Tax Court here 
Monday, was based in part on the 
$600,000 slush fund handled by 
Boehm, then executive vice-presi- 
dent of Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri, in the 1930s, it was 
learned today. 

Records of the Tax Court show 
that one of the bases of the claim 
was “large amounts received” by 
Boehm “from wunexpended bal- 
ances of a fund administered by 
him as an officer of the Union 
Electric Co.” These sums were 
shown as totaling $253,689. The 
years involved were 1930, 1935, 
1936, 1937 and 1939, but the stipu- 
lation for final settlement was 
for 1939 only, with the statement 
that no other years and no pen- 
alties were to be collected. The 
amount of the stipulation has not 
yet been paid, Boehm’s lawyer, 
Abraham Lowenhaupt, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“The Internal Revenue Bureau 
conceded,” Lowenhaupt said, “‘that 
Boehm got nothing personally 
from the slush fund. They were 
unable to prove that he got any 
of the sums that were named in 
the claims. 

“In negotiations, lasting more 
than a year, it was finally agreed 
that the $25,951 should be set down 
for one year, and the claims for 
other years, with all penalties, 
should be dismissed. I don’t think 
Boehm really owes that much.” 

The Government’s deficiency 
tax and penalty claim against 
Boehm, as set down by Joseph D. 
Nunan, Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, appears in the Tax 
Court's records as $131,497 tax and 
$109,624 penalties, a total of $241,- 
121. Boehm said today, however, 
that the original round-figure 
amount of the claim was 0646,000. 

Boehm said that besides the al- 
leged balances from the $600,000 
fund, the claim was based on 
bonuses received by him from the 
electric company, sometimes re- 
ported with the year which they 
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covered rather than that in which 
they were paid, and on dividends 
and stock maturities of building 
and loan companiés, reported in 
1939 but held by the Government 
to be returnable for other years. 
He said that joint returns made 
by him and Mrs. Boehm were also 
involved, 

Boehm said he had not yet re- 
ceived official notice of the $25,- 
951 stipulation, which he expected 
to receive like any other bill. 
Government attorneys, it was 
learned, will watch the progress 
of Boehm’s pending $24,500,000 
damage suit series against Union 
Electric and other firms and in- 
dividuals, to see if any basis may 
appear for reinstating a part of 
the claims for deficiency taxes. 
The Government's claim, by 
years, is shown in the Tax Court 
records to have been: 1930, $9934 
tax, $4967 penalty; 1935, $29,103 
tax, $14,551 penalty; 1936, $57,539 
tax, $28,769 and $14,384 penalties: 
1937, $43,096 tax, $21,548 and 
$10,774 penalties; 1939, $14,705 tax, 
$7352 penalty. The largest income 
reported by Boehm in the five 
years was $55,139 in 1936; the 
smallest, $15,262 in 1930.

LOAN FIRM SUES 
VENICE GAMBLER 
FOR $101,700 


Company Says That 
Funds Embezzled by 
Ex-Employe Were Lost 


in Dice Games.

A suit seeking treble damages 
of $101,700 from John P. Connor, 
proprietor of the Hyde Park Club 
in Venice, was filed today by the 
Local Finance Co., which alleged 
that $33,900 in company funds em- 
bezzled by a former employe was 
lost to Connor in dice games. 

The suit was filed in United 


States District Court at Spring- 
field, Ill, by Saul Cohn, attorney 
for the loan firm, which has an 
office at 5899 Easton avenue. 

The company related that Ernst 
Carl Koeppens, whom it employed 
as secretary and head bookkeeper, 
between July 3, 1943 and Aug. 10, 
1944, embezzled a total of $33,900 
which he lost in dice at the Hyde 
Park Club, an establishment op- 
erated by Connor “for the purpose 
of inducing the public to play 
games of chance.” 

Koeppens pleaded guilty of em- 
bezzlement in Circuit Court and 
on Dec. 11, 1944, was sentenced to 
serve two years in the Missouri 
State Penitentiary. He was re- 
leased on probation last Jan. 14, 
the petition said. 

The petition asserts that, after 
Koeppens was arrested, Connor 
obtained his release on bond, pay- 
ing the bondsman’s fee, and also 
hired an attorney to represent the 
defendant. He also paid Koeppens 
$50 a week for “living expenses” 
until he went to prison, it was al- 
leged, 

The loan firm charged that 
Connor knew Koeppens was play- 
ing dice with stolen funds, yet per- 
mitted him to continue his gam- 
bling and gave him credit, there- 
by abetting in dissipation of the 
company’s funds. Koeppens hav- 
ing failed to sue for recovery of 
his losses within the six months’ 
time specified by the Illinois gam- 
ing act, the loan firm filed suit 
as an intérested party. 


PAY RISE RESTORES 
SERVICE TO NORMAL 


Service at the Congress Hotel 
was back to normal today follow- 
ing settlement of a_ three-day 
strike by 13-employes. The walk- 
out ended last night when the 
management agreed to meet de- 
mands for wage increases,

USE OF THE ‘TOLEDO PLAN’: 
ON NATIONAL SCALE URGED 


Ohio City Suggests to Steelman That Tru- 


man Name Group to Study It 


for Such Application.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4—Nation- 
al application of the ‘“‘Toledo Plan” 
as a solution of the strike problem 
was suggested to Reconversion 
Director John R. Steelman yes- 
terday by Vice Mayor Michael 
DiSalle of Toledo. 

In a memorandum to Steelman, 
DiSalle suggested that President 
Truman appoint a 45-member com- 
mittee, composed of 15 representa- 
tives each of management, organ- 
ized labor and the public. This 
group would be given 90 days in 
which to make a study on “the 
best approach to the labor-man- 
agement problem in the United 
States.” 

For the public members, DiSalle 
mentioned such well-known fig- 
ures as Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Army chief of staff, for- 
mer Supreme Court Justice Owen 
J. Roberts, Rabbi Stephen Wise 
and Cardinal Samuel Stritch. 

Asked at his press conference 
whether he planned to apply the 
plan on a national scale, Truman, 
obviously surprised, said this was 
the first time he had heard of 
such a proposal, 

Toledo has a labor-management 
committee which considers all con- 
troversies. DiSalle recommended 
to Steelman appointment of a 
presidential commission to study 
the Toledo Plan and report to the 
President. 

DiSalle told reporters that Steel- 
man expressed interest but with- 
held definite comment pending a 
conference with the President. 

“We have in Toledo,” DiSalle 
said, “a labor-management com- 
mittee operating on a permanent 
basis, Besides undertaking to 
prevent shutdowns the committee 
studies constantly in an effort to 
ascertain the cause of postwar 
labor troubles.” 


Case Says Congress Has Mandate 
“to Do Something.” 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP)— 
Representative Case (Rep.), South 
Dakota, said yesterday that Con- 
gress has a mandate “to do some- 
thing and not merely talk about” 
labor legislation, 

Case, author of a labor disputes

“For your own interests, for the 
interests of business as well as 
the nation as a whole, I advise 
you to reject and spurn the pol- 
icies of the vengeful but vocifer- 
ous minority who would turn over 
control of your relations with your 
employes into the hands of the 
bureaucrats.” . 
Settlement of all labor disputes 
by an “impartial tribunal” with 
government powers was proposed 
today by Senator Revercomb 
(Rep.), West Virginia, 
Revercomb made no direct ref- 
erence to the coal strike in his 
speech at a Kiwanis Club meeting, 
but he said the time has come 
when the “Government must bring 
into use its restraining power 
against harmful acts” in labor- 
management controversies, 
“There should not be special 
legislation dealing with any par- 
ticular segment of our workers or 
with any special kind or place of 
employment,” he said.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP)— 
O. Max Gardner’s shift from sec- 
ond spot in the Treasury to the 
American embassy in London un- 
derlines the importance the United 
States attaches to international 
economic co-operation as the world 


tries for a postwar comeback. 

The former North Carolina Gov- 
ernor, whose appointment as am- 
bassador was announced by Pres- 
ident Truman late yesterday, has 
played a big hand in economic and 
financial affairs both as Treasury 
Under Secretary and as chairman 
of the board of advisers to the Of- 
fice of War Mobilization and Re- 
conversion. 

Diplomatic officials expect him 
to keep on playing it in London, 
since British co-operation is vital 
to success of American plans for 
a free, expanded world trade as 
a basis. for world recovery and 
continued peace. Yet they look 
for no lack of emphasis on the so- 
ultion of international political is- 
sues. 

The post at the Court of St. 
James’s became vacant when Pres- 
ident Truman moved Averell Har- 
riman to the Cabinet, replacing 
Henry A, Wallace as head of the 
Commerce Department, 
Before Gardner takes over, he 
will wait for Senate approval of 
his nomination. There are no 
signs he will encounter opposition 
there, but it means he will not 
go to London before some time in 
January at the earliest. 

Now 64 years old, Gardner has 
the background of a lawyer and 
industrialist. He has been closely 
connected with the textile indus- 
try both in a producing capacity 
and, prior to accepting a place in 
the Administration, as a spokes- 
man for it in Washington 

His home in Shelby, N, C., where 
he still maintains a home although 
most of his time for the last 
decade has been spent in Wash- 
ington. He was governor of North 
Carolina from 1929-32. 

Gardner told reporters his first 
trip to Britain was in 1905. The 
whole football team of the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina, of which 
he was captain, went over on a 
cattle boat. Gardner said he was 
“chambermaid to 394 Montana 
steers.” He also made visits in 
grander style in 1927 and 1934. 
Now he is nfoving into a job that 
pays $25,000 a year, plus something 
like $20,000 for entertainment and 
other ,expenses. 


AMVETS’ LEADER CONDEMNS 
‘STRIKE’ VOTED BY LANDLORDS 


The “landlords’ strike” voted by 
200 members of the Real Proper- 
ty Owners’ League Sunday “will 
hurt veterans more than any 
other group,” John W. Meyer, 
state commander of the American 
Veterans of World War II, said 
today in a statement denouncing 
the landlords’ action. 

With thousands of veterans 
homeless and other thousands liv- 
ing in chicken houses, unheated 
basements and even on park 
benches, it seems that a ‘strike’ 
which will cause even more suf- 
fering is not the proper means 
to the end (of giving landlords 
more income) and appears to be 
rank ingratitude to those who

Ickes, former Secretary of the 
Interior, and self-styled “old cur- 
mudgeon,” criticized Steelman yes- 
terday in assailing mine union 
chief Lewis as “our own domestic 
Hitler.” He said the Government 
might have headed off the coal 
strike by better handling of the 
Big Inch and Little Inch war-built 
pipelines. 

“Gas in Day or Two.” 


| The committee was told today 
‘that natural gas to afford a meas- 
ure of relief from the ¢oal short- 
‘age probably will start flowing 
through the pipe lines within 48 
/ hours. 

Gardiner Symonds of Houston, 
Tex., president of the Tennessee 
Gas & Transmission Co., told the 
committee his men are already at 
work on the properties and the 
gas will be “turned on soon, possi- 
bly in a day or two.” 

When the gas begins to flow de- 
pends largely on weather condi- 
tions in southern Louisiana where 
pipe connections are being made, 
Symonds said. 

Deliveries will be made first, 
Symonds testified, to the Ohio 
Fuel Gas Co. 

He said he doubted that the 
natural gas would cross the Penn- 
sylvania border. There are possi- 
| bilities of legal difficulties because 
of the nature of the easements ob- 
tained when the Government built 
the huge lines for transmission of 
oil in the war, he said. 
| However, he added, he expects 
use of the gas in Ohio, parts of 
|Tennessee and Kentucky to ease 
fuel demands to the eastward, 

Symonds told the committee that 
the first time he knew that his 
company had a lease for four 
months’ emergency operation of 
the lines was when Secretary of 
the Interior J. A. Krug made the 
announcement before the commit- 
tee Monday. 


Standard Oil] Link Denied. 


Symonds vigorously denied that 
his company has “any connnection 
whatsoever” with the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey. This statement 
was in answer to testimony by 
Ickes. That under the lease the 
pipelines “will be subordinated to 
the interest of the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey.” 

Symonds said he could not see 
where the temporary lease would 
be affected in any way by anti- 
trust laws, as suggested by Ickes, 
He pointed out that the Federal 
Power Commission will regulate 
the sale of the gas, designating 
points of delivery, 


Symonds told the committee that 
as of today his company is not in- 
terested in permanent acquisition 
of the lines, as it now is arrang- 
ing to build lines of its own. 

The House committee is study- 
ing the question of what perma- 
nent use should be made of these 
lines running 1500 miles from the 
Texas oil fields to the east coast. 


DEBATE ON USE BY WOMEN 
OF THEIR SUFFRAGE RIGHTS 


. Two speakers from the League 
of Women Voters were opposed by 
a member of the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce and a member of the 
junior section of the Bar Associa- 


tion of St. Louis in a debate on the 
question “Are St. Louis Women 
Taking Sufficient Advantage of 
Their Suffrage Rights?” broadcast 
over radio station KXOK from 
Central Library last night. 

Winners of the debate, in which 
the women spoke for the affirma- 
tive and the men for the negative, 
will be announced next Tuesday 
when another program on current 
public questions will be broadcast 
by the same station at 8 p.m. The 
discussion was the fifth of a series 
of 26 sponsored by the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
Bar Association. 

Speaking for the League of 
Women Voters, Miss Virginia 
Smirl and Mrs. Hadley Grimm 
traced the civic work of that or- 
ganization since its inception in 
1919. Harold Jacobs, of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce, contended 
that women as voters were “gen- 
erally uninformed and sadly dis- 
interested” and C. Willard Max, of 
the Bar Association, said women 
had permitted their suffrage 
rights to interfere with their du- 
tiles as mothers.

HE STRUCK NEGRO 


Policeman Says Prisoner 
Resisted Search and 
‘Cursed and Cut Up’ at 
Polls.

JACKSON, Miss., Dec. 4 (AP)— 
A Gulfport (Miss.) policeman tes- 
tified today that he struck Rich- 
ard E. Daniel, Negro, “two or 
three times” in the county jail 
after Daniel had been arrested on 
the day of the Democratic sena- 
torial primary, July 2. 


Daniel testified yesterday before 
a Senate committee investigating 
Senator Theodore G. Bilbo’s pri- 
mary campaign that the police- 
man, Robert L. Williams, had 
beaten him insensible in the jail 
after he tried unsuccessfully to 
vote. 

However, Williams today said 
Daniel had been arrested for cre- 
ating a disturbance outside the 
City Hall, where a voting booth 
was established, and that he knew 
nothing of the preliminaries to 
the disturbance, 

Williams, 6 feet 6 inches tall, 

said he was called to help a dep- 
uty sheriff handle Daniel after the 
latter began “cursing and cutting 
up.” 
Daniel resisted a routine search 
at the jail, Williams said, and the 
officer struck him “two or three 
times with his open hand, in the 
mouth.” 

Under questioning by Riley 
Shanks, committee counsel, as to 
why force was needed to subdue 
Daniel, a short and slender man, 
Williams said the deputy sheriff 
“could not handle him without 
creating a lot of disturbance 
around some ladies who were 
there.” 

Shown some stained clothing 
Daniel had produced as evidence, 
Williams said the Negro had bled 
from a cut lip and the stains 
might well have resulted from this 
blow. 

The five-man Senate committee 
is trying to determine whether 
Bilbo’s campaign speeches led to 
beatings and disenfranchisement 
of Negroes in the primary, in 
which Bilbo was renominated., 

The July 2 election was the 
first Mississippi Democratic pri- 
mary in which more than a hand- 
ful of Negroes participated. Most 
estimates are that about 2000 Ne- 
groes voted. 

Varnado R. Collier testified 
yesterday he was “knocked out” 
and threatened with a knife, and 
wife was struck when 
they sought to vote in Gulfport. 

John James, Negro taxicab 
driver of Bay St. Louis, Miss., 
testified he heard Bilbo say in a 
speech June 21 at Bay St. Louis, 
“If any Negro is caught organiz- 
ing voters, tar and feather him, 
and don’t forget the match.” . 

On the issue of Mississippi vot- 
ing practices generally, Senator

When Bridges asked him wheth- 
er he thought it was a proper 
statement for a clerk of court, 
Cocke said it was made after of- 
fice hours and outside the court- 
house. 

“I was not acting as an officer 
then,” he said. 

Dave P, Gayden, Circuit Clerk 
at Brandon for 24 years, twirled 
his hat on one finger as he testi- 
fied. 

A Negro witness in earlier testi- 
mony had said he was directed 
upstairs to another office when he 
applied for registration in the 
Circuit Clerk’s office. Asked if he 
had sent the Negro upstairs, Gay- 
den said: 

“I didn’t send anybody upstairs 
unless they asked to go. There's 
the FHA, the home economics and 
some. other junk up there. There’s 
a lot of New Deal stuff up there.” 

Bridges commented, “Your de- 
scription of those alphabet organ- 
izations is very apt.” 


GEORGIA PLANTATION OWNER 
ACQUITTED IN PEONAGE CASE 


ATLANTA, Dec. 4 (AP) — Ros- 
well Pierce Biggers was acquitted 
in United States District Court 
yesterday of charges that he kept 
five Negro farm hands in peonage 
on his plantation near here. 

The acquittal verdict, returned 
by an all-white jury that delib- 
erated less than an hour and a 
half, brought the trial to a close 
after three weeks and two days. 

Biggers was indicted by a fed- 
eral grand jury Oct. 9.

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ATTLEE WINDS UP 
HIS TALKS WITH 
INDIAN LEADERS 


Conferences End With 
No Sign of Breaking 


Moslem League and 


Congress Deadlock. 


2 
LONDON, Dec, 4 (AP)—Prime 


Minister Attlee completed his 
acheduled talks with rival Indian 
political leaders tonight, but there 


was no sign of success in break- 
ing the Moslem League and Con- 
gress party deadlock. 

A spokesman for the India Of- 
fice said afterward that neither 
the predominantly Hindu Congress 
party nor the Moslem League 
representatives appeared to be in 
any mood to make concessions. 

Attlee’s conferences were with 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru of the 
Congress party and with Mahomed 
Ali Jinnah and Liaquat Ali Khan 
of the Moslem League. 

The Indians were scheduled to 
leave for home within 36 hours 
to attend the opening of the con- 
etituent assembly on Dec. 9. 

The Moslem leaders, an informed 
source said, told the Prime Min- 
ister that the 90,000,000 Moslems 
never would agree unreservedly to 
the complete sacrifice of their 
political and religious identity 
which they believe is involved in 
Britain’s program for Indian in- 
dependence. | 

Attlee was said to have replied | 
that, unless the Moslems played 
their part in achieving political 
unity in India, not only their own 
aims but the future peace of the 
subcontinent, if not of the world, 
would be threatened by fratricida! 
strife. 

An authoritative source said Att- 
lee told Jinnah that Britain would 
not reopen negotiations for inde- 
pendence outside the framework 
of the existing plan. 

The Moslems have threatened to 
boycott the constituent assembly 
opening Dec. 9 because of a differ- 
ence on voting procedure with the 
predominantly Hindu Congress 
party. British sources have de- 
scribed the situation as dangerous- 
ly near civil war. 


5 GENERALS NAMED 10 STUDY

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP)— 
Secretary of War Patterson, in a 
step toward atomic era home de- 
fense, named five generals today 
to study the Army’s part in pro- 
tecting the American Civil popula- 
tion in the event of war.

Dwight D. Eisenhower’s wartime 
operations chief in the European 
theater, was directed to consult

Caldwell recommends the elim- 
ination of the automatic five-yard 
penalty which is assessed when a 
defensive lineman is offside and 
makes contact with a player on 
the offense. 

“As this rule now stands,” Cald- 
well said, “it invites coaches to 
play unethical football and yet 
stay within the rules by develop- 
ing trick formations to draw the 
opposing linemen offside,” 

“For instance,” he continued, “in 
our game with Virginia we were 
completely taken in, — used 
the T-formation and on four occa- 
sions they faked plays from the T; 
then merely shifted into a kick 
formation to draw our line off- 
side. In each instance it costs us 
five yards and brought Virginia 
a first down.” 

Little long has advocated that 
the ball be brought in 20 yards 
from the sidelines after an out- 
of-bounds play, instead of the 15 
yards now permitted. 

“We talked of it but didn’t do 
anything about it,” he added, “but 
the professionals have gone ahead 
and made it a part of their code. 
I think we should do likewise.” 
As head of the Football Coaches 
Rules Committee, Little says the 
mentors favor a rule which denies 
a recovering team the right to 
advance with a fumbled lateral 
but declare all other loose foot- 
balls should be picked up and ad- 
vanced if possible.

Von Braun received his first 
contract from the German Gov- 
ernment for his work when he 
was only 21. 

He said he constructed his first 
successful model rocket, known as 
A-2, in 1934. It weighed 330 pounds 
and attained an altitude of 14 
miles. The next developed rocket, 
the A-3, was at first successful but 
later was found to be impractic- 
able, 

The fourth model, the A-4, was 
perfected in 1938 and is the rocket 
known now as the V-2, 

By this time, said Von Braun, 
he had a staff of about 800, grad- 
ually increased through the pre- 
war and war years until scientists, 
technicians and workers at both 
the Peenemunde proving grounds 
and the Nordhausen factory num- 
bered 4500. 

Other Scientists. 

The Germans, in addition to 
Von Braun, include such scientists 
as Dr. Martin Schilling, Dr. Ernst 
Steinhoff, Dr. Ludwig Roth, Dr. 
Walter Retdel and Dr. Carl Wag- 
ner, some of whom were known by 
American science before the war. 

The men are quartered at Fort 
Bliss, under contract to the War 
Department as_ civilians.

fore the war, and there are all 
sorts of ways by which he can get 
his allotment increased. The OPA 
sees ‘to it’ that these people are 
not hurt too badly, with the re- 


.; sult that instead of putting up her 


own préserves and jams and jel- 
lies, the American housewife is 
compelled to pay 59 cents and up 
for a jar of jam for her children’s 
bread, and it is of such poor quali- 
ty that her pride would never per- 
mit her to claim it to be home- 
made, 

Another portion of the sugar 
that mother doesn’t get goes into 
the stocking of new businesses— 
candy manufacturing, bottling of 
soft drinks, canning and preserv- 
ing of foods of one kind or an- 
other. 

All of these industries—the old 
ones that want more sugar and 
the new ones that just want sugar 
—must, of course, apply through 
the OPA, presumably an impartial 
governmental machine making its 
decisions on the basis of need. 
How impartial it is may be gath- 
ered from the fact that one of the 
greatest industrial users of sugar 
in the country hired that noted 
economist, James A. Farley, for- 


mer chairman of the Democratic 
party, to plead its case. Of course, 
Farley is not the only politigian 
engaged in trying to wheedle 
sugar out of the OPA for a soft 
drink manufacturer. There are 
dozens of them. 

The manufacturer is not too 
much to blame for thinking that a 
politician is the best man to pre- 
sent his case. What else was he to

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I've been following the Santa Fe appll- 
cation hearing with much interest and 
it appears to me that “Traveler,” whose 
letter you printed recently, missed the 
train. 
thought the Santa Fe ought to be per- 
mitted to come into St. Louis because he 
was unable to get any St. Louis beer on 
a Rock Island train on which he went 
west recently and because on the return 
trip he experienced some discomfort be- 
cause a lot of other people happened to 
be traveling on his train. 

I have made countless trips on trains 
operated by the St. Louts lines that are 
(properly, in my opinion) resisting the 
efforts of the Santa Fe to invade St. 
Louis and I know that they feature St. 
Leouls products on their diners, And I 
happen to know that they do a great deal 
of their buying from St. Louis firms, 
to say nothing of what their thousands 
of employes buy locally. 

But it seems to me that all this is 
beside the point, for what Traveler failed 
to point out is that the entrance of the 
Santa Fe would do serious harm finan- 
cially to St. Louis institutions without 
providing any service or benefits that 
are not now being enjoyed by St. Louis 
travelers or shippers, or which could not 
be had with the Santa Fe’s co-operation. 
If it is so eager to give St. Louis the 
benefit of its superduper passenger serv- 
ice, why doesn't it hook up with one of 
the present lines, for Santa Fe'’s own 
witnesses have said that the same amount 
of interchange of cars would be neces- 
sary at Kansas City? 

Obviously, the Santa Fe doesn't give 
a hoot about St. Louis travelers and is 
dangling a promise of faster and better 
service in front of St. Louisans in the 
hope of catching several million dollars’ 
worth of freight traffic which the St. 
Louls lines are now handling. 

All the talk about the alleged benefits 
of one-line service to and from the west 
coast must appear ridiculous to any busi- 
ness man. St. Louls would still be a 
mere river town if it had had to depend 
upon one-line haul to move its com- 
merce. The fact that this is an impor- 
tant interchange point has done a great 
deal to make St. Louis an important city 
and a vital gateway. I wouldn't mind 
having the Santa Fe serve St. Louis if 
ft could render any benefits, but I see 
no sense in welcoming it when it has 
been shown that it will do nothing but 
weaken St. Louis institutions and harm 


their employes.

The wolves are: John Small of 
the Civilian Production Administration, who allo- 
cated vast amounts of building materials for non- 
housing purposes; the ineffable George Allen, 
who, as director of the RFC, opposed Mr. Wyatt's 
modest appeal for loans to the pre-fabricated 
housing industry; and the War Assets Adminis- 
tration, which blocked Mr. Wyatt in his efforts 
to obtain Government-owned plants for reconver- 
sion to the housing industry. 

When he was appointed as housing expediter 
early this year, Mr. Truman told Mr. Wyatt to 
proceed full steam ahead and to make “no little 
plans.” Mr. Truman, in adopting the Veterans’ 
Emergency Housing Program, said further: “All 
agencies of the Government are directed to use 
every resource at their command to fulfill this 
program.” Yet, in contempt of this order, Gov- 
ernment agencies balked Mr. Wyatt at nearly 
every turn. 

An alert, aggressive President, a President 
with capacity for real leadership, could have 
straightened out Mr. Wyatt's difficulties by pick- 
ing up the telephone and telling Messrs. Small, 
Allen, et al., that Mr. Wyatt had his full support. 


Instead, he weakly permitted the internecine war 


to go on. Twice recently, Mr. Wyatt appealed 
personally to the President. He went to the 
White House a week ago today and got no satis- 
faction. Again yesterday Mr. Wyatt saw the 
President, and the meeting was obviously futile, 
as the resignation shows. 

In his story today, Joseph Hanlon, Washington 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, reports that 
the basic conflict in the housing problem “is 
Wyatt’s contention that the housing crisis can 
be met only by such drastic measures as were 
necessary to get war plants into production, and 
the argument of the President’s advisers that 
lesser steps will meet the emergency.” 

The President's advisers must be very secure- 
ly insulated against the opinion of the country if 
they think that heroic efforts are not needed to 
spur construction of homes for vetérans and oth- 
ers. There is a rising tide of unhappiness and 
discontent as people seek vainly for places to 
live, and there is a rising tide of misery, divorce 
and frustration as people live doubled up in 
cramped quarters. These conditions have an in- 
herent explosive quality, the full impact of which 
Mr. Truman and his advisers will sometime re- 
ceive. 

Perhaps the ghastliest mistake concerning Mr. 
Wyatt was made by the niggardly policy of 
George Allen toward the granting of loans for 
the mass production of pre-fabricated housing. 
He approached these applications with the men- 
tal attitude of a miserly note-shaver. The com- 
panies involved, he contended, were not putting 
up enough of their own money. If this were an 
ordinary commercial: transaction, that objection 
might hold. But in a national emergency states- 
manship and not note-shaving is called for. 

The RFC is not an ordinary banking institu- 
tion. It was designed to deal with emergencies, 
When it was set up by Herbert Hoover, it poured 
great sums into railroads, banks and industry to 
shore up the crumbling economy, In the war, 
it granted huge sums for industrial production. 
If, during the war, the Government hadn't in- 
curred 100 per cent of the cost of building plants, 
the war might still be on. Aside from that, it 
is the opinion of many persons that pre-fabri- 
cated housing is the great industry of the future, 
capable of giving the country something of the 
same economic impetus that the automobile in- 
dustry did. And the loans asked by Mr. Wyatt 
may be just what is needed to give pre-fabri- 
cation the start it needs. 

The President still has his crony, George Allen, 
but he has lost Wilson Wyatt. Because of the 
resignation, Mr. Truman’s waning prestige has 
now taken a nose dive to a new low. 
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The scientists who freed the atom are now 
trying to find some way to free the atom-freers. 
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The Choice in India 


Like a harassed father herding his quarrel- 
some brood, Viceroy Wavell has chaperoned the 
flight of representatives of the Hindus, Moslems 
and Sikhs to London for conferences which seek 
to halt communal warfare and salvage the scheme 
for Indian independence. Jinnah, representing 
the Moslems, Nehru, representing the Congress 
party—mostly Hindu—and a representative of 
the Sikhs are conferring with Prime Minister 
Attlee and other Cabinet members, but the out- 
look is not bright. 

Interviewed at Cairo, Jinnah declared the 
Moslems would not “transfer slavery under the 
British to slavery under the Congress.” He re- 
peated his tired refrain that the Moslems will be 
pacified only by “Pakistan,” an independent 
Moslem state, to which Moslems in Hindu areas 
would be “repatriated,” and from which Hindus 
would be expelled. Yet all the logic of politics, 
economics and geography argues for a united 
India, rather than one split on the basis of re- 
ligion. 

Why has Jinnah reneged on the pledge he gave 
a few weeks ago to co-operate with the Congress 
leaders in the Cabinet and Constituent Assem- 
bly? Shiva Rao, a Congress sympathizer, and 
India correspondent for the Manchester Guar- 
dian, charges that 

A formidable combination of vested inter- 
ests is fighting with skill and without 
scruples to prevent the swift and peaceful 
transfer of political power—the landlords, 
the British privileged classes both official 
and commercial, and some of the Indian 
princes. 

Rao demands that the Labor Government send 


to India a new Viceroy, “one more capable of 


translating policy into concrete action than Lord 
Wavell, one more understanding of social 


_ democracy than a professional soldier can be.” 


If charges like this can be proved, there 
should be no trouble in persuading Prime Min- 
ister Attlee to take corrective action. The basic 
difficulty is with the Indians themselves. 

They should subordinate religious hatred, 


thrust aside confirmed obstructionists like Jin- 
nah and the reactionary Indian princes, and 
unite for independence. Unless they can do 
this, they may forfeit world sympathy and de- 
stroy the hard-won and long-awaited opportunity 
to be a free people. 
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Real Start in Germany 

There has been no better news concerning 
postwar Germany than the announcement of 
Secretary of State Byrnes and Foreign Minister 
Bevin that the United States and Great Britain 
have now agreed to co-ordinate the economic 
resources of their zones of occupation. The plan 
is to make the British and American portions of 
Western Germany self-supporting in three years. 
If the French and Russians come in meantime, 
well and good. If they do not, at least two of 
the four powers will have joined hands in pool- 
ing foods and materials and rationing them as 
required. 3 

It is regrettable that a year and a half after 
the Potsdam agreement, this cardinal provision 
is still not in effect. Certainly there have been 
enough appeals to Russia. The plain fact is 
that Russia, for the present at least, does not 
wish to see the German economy co-ordinated. 
The Soviets measure the occupation by a dif- 
ferent yardstick from ours. Whether we like it 
or not, the occupiers are not all guided by the 
same purpose, 

Under the circumstances, the postwar admin- 
istrations in both the United States and Britain 


have waited patiently for Russia to come around 


to their stand for a merging of the economic 
resources of the German people. Now they find 
that waiting has got them nowhere and they are 
forced to admit it. 

Some questions are in order concerning the 
details of the agreement. Is 1950 the earliest 
that the pooling of commodities and materials 
for the two zones can really be effective? Is it 
fair for the United States and Britain to meet 
the deficit costs on a 50-50 basis when the cur- 
rent deficit in the American zone is $200,000,000 
as compared with $400,000,000 in the British 
zone? Have the dietary and other benefits which 
the Germans will enjoy been properly related to 
the rations and supplies in liberated countries, 
once enslaved by the Nazis? Many adjustments 
doubtless will be made as the merger takes form. 

This start at economic co-ordination comes 
late in postwar Europe’s second winter. Gen. 
William H. Draper Jr., chief of economics for 
the United States occupation forces, says that 
physical deterioration from slow starvation has 
begun in Germany. All the damage cannot be 
repaired, but a lot of lost time can be made up. 

The thing for the Americans and British to do 
in Germany is to get—as the British would say— 
cracking! 
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No, Thanks, Andrei 


Andrei Vishinsky, the Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister, commiserates with Americans who have 
to endure the Hearst press, and suggests the use 
of both a “‘strait-jacket” and “sanitary measures 
against moral and political dirt.” 

Thanks, Mr, Vishinsky, but haven't you heard? 
We have our own remedy—free speech and a 
free press. The prescription’s been working 
pretty well for more than a century and a half, 
and we wouldn’t care to change. 
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An Exercise in Expediency 

The resolution with which the American dele- 
gates would have the United Nations dispose of 
the Spanish question is obviously cynical and 
insincere. 

As spokesman for the United States, Senator 
Connally proposes that the United Nations “ad- 
vise” Franco to resign in favor of a provisional 
government representing all factions in Spain, 
after which free elections would be held to de- 
cide by whom and how the country is to be 
governed. . 

This is just about as realistic as it would 
have been to have advised Hitler to abdicate the 
Government of Germany in 1938. 

Senator Connally says the United Nations will 
oppose coercive action against Franco until it 
is shown that his government is a threat to 
peace, Whatever else he may be, Franco is no 
fool, and at this juncture he will be careful not 
to repeat the offenses that made him odious to 
the United Nations during the war. 

The American and British delegates, which 
are leading the opposition to any real anti- 
Franco action, know this, of course. What they 
are after, apparently, is the passage of a resolu- 
tion which will dispose of the issue and fore- 
close further discussion. 

But it is a travesty to try to end the Franco 
debate with.a resolution which is so patently an 
exercise of parliamentary expediency and insin- 
cerity. The time may come when Britain and 
America will regret not having dealt out to 
Franco the stern justice he deserves. 
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For Daylight Séving 

The Chamber of Commerce announces that it 
will oppose repeal of the daylight saving ordi- 
nance and gives impressive reasons for its stand. 
Daylight saving permits the co-ordination of St, 
Louis business schedules with those of the East; 
permits radio fans to hear their favorite pro- 
grams at the accustomed hour on the clock; and 
gives greater opportunity for athletics and other 
forms of recreation. 

The main reason for not tampering with the 
ordinance, however, is that it was passed after 
a careful and reliable canvass of the wishes of 
the citizens of St. Louis and the surrounding 
area. Last March the Post-Dispatch made a care- 
ful cross-section poll and found that 78 per cent 
of those caring one way or the other wanted 
the extra hour of daylight. 

The Mayors of the larger towns surrounding 
St. Louls were asked their opinion, and the 
great majority wanted daylight saving. 

On what initiative does Aldermen Daugherty 
now urge that the ordinance be repealed? Is he 
representing merely his own preference? Or 
does he assume clairvoyance to tell that the pub- 
lic has changed its mind? 

In absence of any evidence to that effect, we 
trust the Board of Aldermen will vote to con- 
tinue daylight saving.

Russia’s New History Version 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion. 


Latest Soviet textbook shows modification af Marxist doctrine com- 
pared with previous version, educator says; the West is presented 
in more favorable light; idea of world revolution is pushed in back- 
ground; new idea seems to make nationalism work with collectivism.

Are the Russian leaders modifying the 
original Marxian doctrines? Arethey chang- 
ing their views of Western capitalism? Are 
they abandoning the idea of world revolu- 
tion? Are they combining Russian nation- 
alism and the revolutionary ideas of collec- 
tivism and equality of peoples? 


The textbook on the history of the Soviet 
Union written for the last year of the pri- 
mary. school recently came from the Rus- 
sian press. This little volume was prepared 
with great care under the close supervi- 
sion of the party, was designed to reach all 
children throughout the Union during the 
period of compulsory education, and is the 
second édition of a textbook that was first 
published in 19387. 


A careful comparison of the two versions 
reveals the impact of eight years of world- 
shaking events on Soviet social and politi- 
cal doctrine, 


The new edition, though following the 
old for the most part line by line and para- 
graph by paragraph throughout the text, 
reveals a changed attitude toward the capi- 
talistic world, the proletarian revolution, 
the role of the Third International, the Or- 
thodox Church, Russian nationalism and 
the neighbors of the Soviet Union, 


“Parasite” Label Is Out 


According to the 1937 edition, “in the 
U.S.S.R. there are no parasites—capitalists 
and landlords, as in other countries” and 
“we all work for ourselves, not for para- 
sites.” In the 1945 edition the word “para- 
sites” is omitted in both references, and 
in the second is replaced by the expression 
“for the good of all.” 


A pure Marxian interpretation of the First 
World War as a conspiracy of the bour- 
geoisie of all countries, which appears with- 
out qualification in the earlier edition, is 
softened somewhat by adding: “At the be- 
ginning, Austria-Hungary attacked Serbia; 
then Germany declared war on Russia for 
which she had long been preparing.” 


Moreover, the statement that “Germany 
looked with great envy on lands earlier 
seized by England, France, and Russia,” 
which appeared in 1937, is gone by 1045, 
Likewise the statement that “in the re- 
maining five-sixths of the world the bour- 
geoisie continue to rule” is not found in 
the later edition. 


Credit to Her Allies 


The “popular front” and the “workers” 
of other countries (1937) became a “close 
union of democratic freedom-loving peo- 
ples” in 1945, The later edition also speaks 
of the “friendship of the Soviet Union with 
England and the United States.” 


And in the brief account of Soviet inter- 
vention in the war with Japan, Soviet chil- 
dren are told that “in order to liberate man- 
kind from the menace of war, the U.8.8.R. 
aided the United States of America and 
England to defeat Japan and establish 
peace throughout the world.” 


Two powerful indorsements of the Third 
International which appeared in 1937 are 
not found in the 1945 version. The second 
is a part of’the historic vow to Lenin which 
Stalin made in the name of the party be- 
fore the Second All-Union Congress of 
Soviets on Jan. 26, 1924, five days after the 
passing of Lenin:

“We vow to you, Comrade Lenin, that we 
will not spare our lives to strengthen and 
extend the union of the toilers of the whole 
world—the Communist International.” 


It should be added, however, that, al- 
though the founding of the Third Interna- 
tional in 1919 is included in the chronology 
of important events, its dissolution in 1943 
is unrecorded, 


Offensive references to the church and 
the priesthood, which were numerous in 
the first edition, are practically eliminated 
in the second, 


New Heroes Are Added 


The 1937 volume reflected a revolution 
in Soviet historical writing that had been 
developing ever since Stalin came to un- 
disputed power. A major aspect of this rey- 
olution was the recovery and rehabilitation 
of the Russian past. The revised version 
of the textbook continues in this direction 
and adds new luster and new heroes to the 
historical record. 

The expansion of the empire, the treat- 
ment of conquered peoples, and the rela- 
tions with neighboring states are presented 
in a more agreeable manner, 


“Lithuania and Poland—enemies of the 
Moscow state”—becomes “the Lithuanian 
state and its relations with Moscow”; “the 
seizure of new lands and the enslavement 
of peoples by Catherine II” becomes “the 
conquest of new lands by Catherine II”; 
and “seizures in Kazakhstan and the Far 
North” becomes “conquests in Kazakhstan 
and the Far North.” 


From Marxism to Slavism 


In conclusion, we may say that, as re- 
vealed in this textbook, the original Marx- 
ian doctrines are being modified, the capi- 
talist states of the West are being pre- 
sented in a more favorable light, the idea 
of a world proletarian revolution is being 
pushed into the background, the commit- 
ment to the Third International is being 
weakened, the persecution of the church is 
being moderated, and Russian nationalism 
and even Pan-Slavism are being revived, 


The retreat, however, is by no means 
complete. A new synthesis in which Rus- 
sian nationalism is made the vehicle of the 
revolutionary ideas of collectivism and 
equality of peoples seems to be emerging. 


It should be said, too, that this little book 
was published just after the war, when the 
relations between the Soviet Union and the 
Western democracies were more friendly 
than they had ever been since 1917, and cer- 
tainly more friendly than they are today,

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Correcting Mr. Keynes 


THE CARTHAGINIAN PEACE—OR THE ECONOMIC 
CONSEQUENCES OF MR. KEYNES. by Etienne Ma 
toux. (Oxford University Press, New York.) 

This volume argues against those whe 
believed that the Treaty of Versailles 
grossly unjust and who now hold that 
during peace depends upon a strong Ge 
many. The author, a young French 
omist killed in the war, has left a comp 
hensive analysis of the treaty—seen in th 
light of his generation's experience—whiet 
undertakes to show that the makers of th 
last peace were both sincere and far-sighted 

The trend to reaction with respect to Ger 
many was strongly influenced by the earl 
writings of the late Lord Keynes. He fa 
vored an aggressive Reich, His book, “Th 
Economic Consequences of the Peace” w 
in part at least, the igeological basis for 
policy of appeasement toward German 
which endured for 20 years, 

Against Keynes, this writer stands square- 
ly behind the leaders at Versailles. He con- 
tends that the tragic farce of German di 
armament could have been avoided by a 
strict adherence to the treaty’s principles, 
He claims that Keynes erred in over-em- 
phasizing the economics of the peace while 
neglecting the political consequences of the 
division of Central and Southeastern Eu- 
rope, the weakest element in the treaty. 

+ * - 


In a politely merciless fashion, Mantoux 
attacks the dogmas and unfulfilled predic- 
tions of the British economist. Unlike 
Keynes, who combined strong emotional ap- 
peal with a skilled pen, Mantoux relies on 
facts and figures to support his claim that 
German resources were adequate to ful- 
fill reparations requirements and, at the 
same time, provide the German people with 
healthful living. 

Iron and steel production, for example, 
had already exceeded prewar levels in Ger- 
many less than six years after the peace. 
Instead of the complete breakdown which 
Keynes had prophesied, industrial produc- 
tion rose 15 per cent above prewar levels by 
1929 and helped create a crisis of over-pro- 
duction, By 1933, Germany was spending 
more money each year for armaments than 
Keynes had declared could possibly be set 
aside for reparations. 

Mantoux has had the advantage of hind- 
sight in his criticism of Keynes. This, how- 
ever, does not mitigate the validity of his 
claims. Nor does it render them less val- 
uable to us today. 

To understand what is happening in Eu- 
rope today, the student of world affairs 
must devote much thought to the past. 
“Opinion,” as Mantoux observed, “changes 
not with facts, but with perspective.” Twen- 
ty-seven years after the previous peace, his 
book is both timely and provocative.

There was nothing new in this. 
In presenting the American scheme 
to the Atomic Energy Commission 
last June, Bernard Baruch made 
this point clear.

Last Saturday, Sir Hartley Shaw- 
eross, Britain’s Nuernberg prose- 
cutor, injected a new piece of 
reality.

For-—as Sir 
put it—most people at 
Lake Success had become con- 
vinced that in launching its dis- 
ermament move, the Soviet Gov- 
ernment was bent on a “combina- 
tion propaganda drive and fishing 
expedition.”

To sum up: The United Nations 
has reached cross-roads. One way 
leads to peace, It passes through 
disarmament and the transforma- 
tion of the present organization 
into limited world government 


with an effective and an equable | 


system of world representation. 


The other way leads through a 


jungle of verbiage into a swamp 


of permanent futility from which | 


the only exit is ultimate war. 
The choice is clear and urgent. 
For atomics will not wait.

DENNY YOUNGEST MAN 
EVER TO HEAD Fot 


Known as ‘Mr. Atom Bomb’ 
Because ‘He’s Tiny, but 
Packs Powerful Punch.’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 4 (AP)— 
Charles R. Denny, who was ap- 
pointec chairman of the Federal 
Communications Commission to- 
day, is 34 years old. He has been 
acting chairman since February 
when Paul A. Porter was named 
OPA administrator. 

Denny is the youngest chairman 
in the commission’s history. His 
rise in government service has 
been meteoric, Just four years ago 
he was the FCC’s assistant gen- 
eral counsel, 

He’s called “Mr. Atom Bomb” 
around the FCC, his friends report, 
“because he’s tiny but packs a 
powerful intellectual punch.” Den- 
ny appears to weigh about 120. 

As chairman of the "CC, he 
will be a dominant figure in the 
field of communications. Tho 
agency was created by Congress in 
1934 to regulate “interstate and 
foreign commerce in communica- 
tion by wire and radio.” 

Denny has two daughters and a 
son. His hobbies are bicycling and 
crooning. He likes to chant old 
ditties learned at Amherst Col. 
lege while his wife plays the 
piano. 

Denny joined the Government 
in 1938 as an attorney in the 
Justice Department. He went to 
the FCC in February of 1942 as 
assistant general counsel and was 
named general counsel in October 
of the same year, 

In March 1945 he became the 
youngest man ever to be appointed 
to the commission.

than-sound flight. He does it by 
measuring little, zebra-like stripes 
on a photographic plate. 

Jet Helicopter Developed. 
The scientists include Frederich 
Doblhoff, a 30-year-old English- 
educated Viennese baron, the de- 
veloper of the world’s only jet- 
propelled helicopter. It is about 
one-third the size of American 
two-place models, is powered by 
tiny but powerful jet engines in 
the tips of the 30-foot rotor blades, 
and doesn’t need the anti-torque 
propellow that characterizes our 
flying windmills. 

Among other are Dr. Helmut 
Heinrich and ODr. Theodore 
Knacke, developers of the ribbon 


parachute, a net work of ribbons 
that does away with 40 per cent 
of the opening shock of the con- 
ventional parachute and which is 
much more stable in descent. 

The scientists themselves are an 
average looking lot, and probably 
couldn't be distinguished from any 
group of middle-class Americans.

Col. P. H. Helmick, chief of 
Wright Field’s analysis section 
and the man in charge of the 
Germans’ technical work, said the 
War Department was “not too 
proud” to make use of the Ger- 
mans’ research. He explained that 
the Germans were admittedly 
ahead of the rest of the world in 
the development of infra-red light 
uses, such as we use in our 
“snooperscope”; in supersonic 
wind tunnels, in the use of the 
“swept-back wing” that may be 
the aircraft design of the future, 
in rockets, in rocket fuels, and in 
jet-propulsion engines. 

Years Saved in Research. 

He said the work of the Ger- 
mans, “who seem anxious to tell 
everything they know and with- 
hold nothing,” was being checked 
for accuracy by American scien- 
tists, It bears promise of saving 
two to 10 years in American re- 
search, even though many of 
their experiments have resulted in 
failure. In Washington, it was es- 
timated that $750,000,.000 was 
saved in basic research on rockets 
alone, 

“We will know what blind al- 
leys to avoid,” said Helmick. “That 
alone will save millions and mil- 
lions.”: 

So complicated are the 500,000 
separate documents brought to 
Wright Field with the Germans 
that-a new dictionary of scientific 
terms had to be compiled before 
full use could be made of them. 
When completed this dictionary 
of a new scientific language will 
contain some 90,000 terms, 

“The Nazis, in the early days 
of the war,” Helmick said, “made 
more money available for experi- 
mentation than the = scientists 
could spend, As a result they en- 
tered many new fields. We plan 
to combine the results of such 
research with the work of our 
own scientists to achieve the best 
possible results.”

Blevins, whose statement to po- 
lice that he saw blood on Pemel- 
ton’s sock when meeting him in a 
restaurant early Friday led to 
Pemelton’s arrest, denied beating 
McAllister. He said Pemelton ex- 
plained the blood stains with the 
comment, “I just stepped on a 
man’s face."

In other words, clauses like “to- 
gether with his letter” stand out- 
side of the sentence as parenthet- 
ical remarks which are not essen- 
tial to the meaning.

In fact, many such sentences 
can be reworded, placing the 
clause at the end, thus showing 
clearly that the clause affects 
neither the subject nor the verb: 
The man was invited, as well as 
his children, Mary’s dress ig yel- 
low like her mother’s. The door 
opened and a woman entered with 
three children,

nected by “and” require a plural 
verb, thus: The man and his chil- 
dren were invited. The door 
opened and a woman and three 
children were ushered in.

C to $21,000. “I am a married man, with three children in 

grade school,” he began. “Ever since my uncle left this 
money, I have been besieged with salesmen, trying to sell me 
all sorts of things. 

“We have been renters all our lives, and now my wife wants 
me to buy us a home in the suburbs. She has one already 
picked out with about half an acre of ground around it. I have 
$10,000 worth of life insurance, but am wondering what you 
think about the wisdom of investing in a home versus renting. 
I've been told that it is about as economical! to rent as to own 
your home, Are there any good psychological reasons in sup- 
port of owning property?” 

THERE ARE some excellent arguments in 
support of home ownership. In fact, one of the great needs 
in America today is a wider recognition of the desirable per- 
sonality values that develop in those who own their own 
homes. In the first place, home owners feel greater responsi- 
bility for economical local government, They take more interest 
in civic affairs and the tax rate. 

They are more concerned over lawlessness and vandalism, 
erookedness in politics, as well as saloons and vice dens, for 
anything that degrades their street or section reduces the 


value of their property. Home owners are a much more stable 
Class of citizens, therefore. 


A PERSON who is not rooted in any one community for 
very long, usually has fewer friends, fewer deep-seated alle- 
giances, unsettled attitude. 

The children as well as their parents who live in an owned 
home, however, tend to remain in the same neighborhood 
throughout their school careers. They develop friendships 
rooted clear back into childhood, They have a multitude of 
happy memories entwined about the old homestead, 

They become a reliable, steadying influence in civic as 
well as national life. We should encourage more home owner-

' N old German legend, which was transported to St. Louis in the 


fests there, tells of a wonderful place called Schlaraffenland. To 
gain entrance to this magic preserve, one must eat his way through 
a wall of porridge, but after that the going is lush and easy. The 


limbs of the trees bend low with candied fruits. 


Pigs, fresh from the 


spit, roam about with forks sticking in their crisp hides; the brooks, 
attended by smiling nymphs with dippers, run with good red wine. 


The point of parallelism between 
Schlaraffenland and 8st. Louis 
seem obvious to St. Louisans who 
are implicit in their civic faith. 
The walls of porridge consist of 
the obstacles their ancestors sur- 
mounted in reaching the west 
bank of the Mississippi. The hap- 
py preserve itself is St. Louls, 

The spell which the city exerts 
is paradoxical, Newcomers to St. 
Louis today loudly complain at 
first about its dearth of natural 
endowments and insist that na- 
ture smirked rather than smiled 
in doling her topographical and 
climatic gifts, Yet the newcomer, 
after six months residence in St. 
Louis, changes his tune and be- 
comes as defensive about its vir- 
tues as the oldest resident. 

Possibly the explanation of all 
this lies in the fact that every 
migrating people has had its 
dream of Utopia and has tended 
to identify its utimate stopping 
place with its dream, Possibly, 


too, St. Louis’ peculiar history has 
had something to do with it. The 
town was the funnel through 
which the flood of pioneers surged 
to settle the West and Far West. 
Reaching St. Louis by river travel, 
they had to stay over while St. 
Louis artisans built their covered 
wagons, and St. Louis merchants 
sold them knives, axes, stewpots, 
clothing, shoes, blankets, furs, food 
and horses, The foundations of 
many local fortunes were laid 
during this period. 

The St. Louis of early days 
naturally became the goal of keen 
immigrants who ‘knew a_ good 
business proposition when they 
Saw it, who saw no sense in chas- 
ing the horizon all the way to the 
Pacific; who sought, above all 
things, a stable way of life. 

This conservatism has survived 
to the present day in an impreg- 
nable form that confounds out- 
siders. . . . Around the core of 
mercantile and industrial conser- 
vationism, a citizenry has grown 
up Which is simultaneously hospi- 
table and suspicious of the East, 
gay and stubborn, serious about 
living and yet fun-loving. It is 
a citizenry devoted to beer, many 
excellent brands of which are 
made on the premises. Music, in 
private and public, is the heritage 
of everyone, and it has been said, 
perhaps with accuracy, that while 
Boston endures good music, and 
Philadelphia tolerates it as a civic 
duty, St. Louis really loves it... 
Its Municipal Theater, an outdoor 
auditorium in Forest Park which 
seats 10,000 patrons, has been play- 
ing operetta and musical comedy 
since 1919, without once having 
had to call on its sponsors to 
make up a deficit. .. 

. No civic evangelist can get 
more than a corporal’s guard 
worked up over the fact that since 
1910 St. Louis has dropped from 
fourth to eighth place in popula- 
tion; the town just doesn’t meas- 
ure municipal success by popula- 
tion figures. 

Some of the city’s imperturbable 
character can be traced to the in- 
fluence of its three newspapers, all 


of which are, not surprisingly, 
home-owned, St, Louis has never 
welcomed the chain newspaper as 
other large cities have. Editorially, 
the evening Post-Dispatch ably 
carries the banner of liberalism, 
and it is seconded by the evening 
Star-Times, The Globe-Democrat, 
the morning paper, inveighs on its 
editorial page against sin, fire- 
works and the man-eating shark, 
but doesn’t bother much about lib- 
eralism and other such concerns. 


By midwestern standards St. 
Louis, which antedates the Ameri- 
can Revolution, is a very old city, 
and its peculiar crochets and cus- 
toms are perhaps not to be denied 
it. It has plenty of both. It has 
never fallen for skyscrapers. . . 
Its public architecture, to give it 
a couple of nice adjectives, is indi- 
vidualistic and eclectic. The late 
Irvin 8. Cobb once remarked that 
the two ugliest structures ever 
erected by man were the St. Louis 
Union Station and the derby hat. 

Dignified though it is on the 
surface, (St. Louis) society is 
rankled by long and sometimes bit- 
ter memories which divide it 
sharply into cliques. 


Rated solely on the basis of stay- 
ing power, the descendants of the 
French settlers who came first are 
the leaders, They make up a small, 
select group which keeps to itself, 
and its members, in the words of 
one qualified observer, “sit around 
their drawing rooms looking like 
they had entered the gates of 
Heaven.” 


r F 


FTER the French, in order of 
Aprigina arrival, came the 
Spanish, who all but vanished 
after a shaky interregnum 
which was a reflection of jockey- 
ing among crowned heads of 
Europe. Then came the real 
rush — Anglo-Saxon’ settlers 
from Virginia, Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky and the East, and the Euro- 
peans. Many of the last were Irish, 
but most of them were Germans. 
..+ The Southerners lost the Civil 
War, but today they rule the St. 
Louis Country Club, which is the 
citadel of society, and a German 
brewer needs a crowbar to break 
into it. The brewers console 
themselves at an annual fiesta of 
their own, called the Bridlespur 
hunt, at which pink coats are 
worn and obstacies are resound- 
ingly negotiated on horseback. 
The first arrivals on the present 
site of the city were Jesuit mis- 
sionaries to the Indians. They 
came in 1700 and departed several 
years later when the local Indians 
migrated elsewhere. In 1764, the 
first real settlement was made by 
a French voyageur named Pierre 
Laclede Liguest who came up the 
river from New Orleans and estab- 
lished a fur-trading post. Actually 
Laclede, as he is called, sent a young 
lieutenant, Auguste Chouteau, to 
make the original clearing. Their

descendants have been arguing 
ever since over which man is en- 
titled to be called Founder. 

Much of St. Louis’ subsequent 
history may be capsuled in these 
five words: “Gottfried Duden (a 
German scholar) wrote a book. 
... Herr Duden was lyrical in 
his praise of St. Louis—it was as 
beautiful as the Rhineland, the 
climate was lovely and the land 
fertile, opportunities for gainful 
work were boundless and all 
classes were equal. 

That started a flood of migra- 
tion that was to feed St. Louis 
for generations. . . . During the 
20-year period from¥1830 to 1850, 
the population of St, Louis rose 
from 7000 to 78,000, and of the 
increment the largest segment, one 
of 22,000 immigrants, was of Ger- 
man birth. 

In the decade of 1850-1860, the 
population more than doubled, 
reaching 160,000, and the more en- 
thusiastic citizens talked of hav- 
ing the national capital trans- 
ferred there from Washington, 
The Civil War, which found Bt. 
Louis hotly divided, put an end to 
that dream. 

Early-in the war a_ bloodless 
though important battle (the seiz- 
ure of Camp Jackson) was fought 
for the soul of St. Louis. A young 
Regular Army captain from Con- 
necticut named Nathaniel Lyon 
was the key figure... . lt 
opened a campaign which saved 
Missouri and Kansas for the Union 
cause and set in motion a chain 
of events which ultimately made 
possible the turning of the Con- 
federacy’s left flank and its de- 
feat. 


Among the witnesses toe the 


Camp Jackson seizure was young 
Corporal Adolphus Busch of the 
Third Regiment, Home Guards, 
who had come to St. Louis from 
Germany just before the war, 
married a daughter of Eberhard 
Anheuser, the owner of a small 
brewery. He worked his way into 
control of the firm and began 
laying the groundwork for the 
Anheuser-Busch Brewery, which 
is now the largest in the world. 
Busch made good beer, but his 
success proceeded primarily from 
his gift for salesmanship. .. . 
Busch jecame internationally re- 
nowned, and so did his beer. He 
hobnobbed with German royalty 
and was unofficially dubbed 
“Prince Busch” by his friend, 
President Taft. A generous phi- 
lanthropist and a good liver, Busch 
did much to enrich the natural 
Gemutlichkeit of St. Louis. His 
death, in 1913, was viewed as a 
calamity. 


The, period from the end of the 
Civil War until well past the turn 
of the century might well be 
termed the Busch era, St. Louis 
ceased to be merely a growing 
city and settled down to becoming 
a civilization. The spirit of beer 
was contagious. ... The virus of 
New England Puritanism which 
was already infecting many parts 
of the west, never had a chance 
in St. Louis. Churchgoing was 
almost universal, but Sunday aft- 
ernoon was a fiesta time. 

The widespread joyousness 
obscured the fact that St. Louis 
was already doomed to a declining 
role in the race of American cities 
toward giantism. The steamboat 
traffic, whose romance and trade 
St. Louis reveled in, had already 
suffered grievously from the com- 
petition of the new and pushing 
railroads. 


The sunset of St. Louis’ 19th 
century commercial glory was bril- 
liant, ... Henry Shaw, an early 
English settler who made a for- 
tune selling cutlery to the pioneers, 
deeded his Tower Grove estate to 
the city. Out of Tower Grove the 
city got a park, formal Victorian 
gardens modeled after Kew and 
Chatsworth, and an endowed bo- 
tanical garden which has grown 
into one of the greatest in the 
world. The city itself bought a 
1380-wooded tract which became 
Forest Park, and was to serve in 
1904 as the site of the World's 
Fair, marking the centennial of 
the Louisiana Purchase. . . 
James Eads, an engineer who had 
built Union gunboats during the 
war, threw a_e graceful 
across the Mississippi which was 
the marvel of its time, Business-

men and society combined to insti- 
tute the ball and parade of the 
Veiled Prophet, a civic event com- 
parable to New Orleans’ Mardi 
Gras,

OSEPH PULITZER, a Hun- 
Jsarian immigrant, founded his 

independent Post - Dispatch, 
which was to do much in swing- 
ing American journalism away 
from the narrow party-organ tra- 
dition. William Marion Reedy 
founded Reedy’s Mirror, an emi- 
nent weekly journal of opinion 
which published the early works 
of Edgar Lee Master, Edna St. 
Vincent Millay, Sarah Teasdale, 
and others. 


After the emotional] binge of the 
World's Fair; the city settled down 
to industrial diversification. Today 
as the center of a metropolitan 
area of 1,500,000 population (the 
population of the city proper was 
listed at 815,000 in 1940), St. Louis 
is represented in 64 per cent of 
the industrial classifications recog- 
nized by the Department of Com- 
merce. Among its larger indus- 
tries are ,meat-packing, shoes, 
chemicals, automobile assembly, 
clothing, hardware and beer, ... 
The rest of the country may have 
been surprised when the Nobel 
scientific prizes were awarded for 
1943 and 1944 to experimenters at 
the Washington University and St. 
Louis University Medical schools; 
St. Louis, long aware that it was 
a leading educational and medical 
center, wasn’t. It has a way of 
assuming its own worth and let- 
ting others discover it.

(The impor- 
tance of this information will be- 
come clear in a moment.) De 
clarer drew East's trumps, then 
led his remaining heart to dum- 
my’s ace. East again followed suit, 
thus marking himself with at 
least two hearts originally. 

Now, although declarer had no 
real need to ruff dummy’s five of 
hearts (since his remaining trump 
would be good in any event) he 
nevertheless made: that play for 
a good and sufficient reason. He 
was highly interested in finding 
out whether East would follow 
suit to this trick. As may be seen, 
East actually had a third heart 
and now the situation became 
crystal clear. Declarer, upon ruf- 
fing, knew absolutely that East's 
original distribution had been five 
clubs, four spades, and at least 
three hearts, therefore that he 
could not have had more than 
one diamond. The diamond ace 
was cashed (to provide against 
the possible singleton queen in 
East’s hand) but when East 
played the seven spot, the finesse 
against the queen in West's hand 
became 100 per cent established.
